(6 ) The members of the Council notified under 
sub - section (5 ) shall elect from among themselves in 
accordance with such procedure as may be pres 
cribed , a person to be a member of the Committee 
referred to in sub - section ( 2 ) and a meeting of the 
members of the Council for the purpose of such 
election shall be presided over by a person chosen 
from among themselves . 


Provided that no working journalist who owns, 
or Carries on the business of management of, any 
newspaper shall be eligible for nomination under 
clause ( a ) : 

Provided further that the nominations under 
clause ( a ) and clause (6 ) shall be so made that 
among the persons nominated there is not more than 
one person interested in any newspaper or group of 
newspapers under the same control or management. 


6. Term of office and retirement of members. 
( 1 ) Save as otherwise provided in this section , the 
Chairman and other members shall hold office for a 
period of three years: 

Provided that the Chairman shall continue to 
hold such office until the Council is reconstituted 
in accordance with the provisions of section 5 or 
for a period of six months whichever is earlier . 

(2 ) Where a person nominated as a member under 
clause ( a ) , clause (b ) or clause ( c ) of sub -section ( 3 ) 
of section 5 is censured under the provisions of 
sub -section ( 1 ) of section 14 , he shall cease to be a 
member of the Council . 

( 3 ) The term of office of a member nominated 
under clause ( e ) of sub - section ( 3 ), of section 5 shall 
come to an end as soon as he ceases to be a member 
of the House from which he was nominated .

Provided that nothing in this clause shall pre 
clude the Central Government from dealing with 
any case of assistance received by a newspaper 
or news agency in India from any foreign source 
in any other manner it thinks fit ; 

( g ) to undertake studies of foreign newspapers, 
including those brought out by any embassy or 
other representative in India of a foreign State , 
their circulation and impact . 


10. Vacancies among members or defect in the 
constitution not to invalidate acts and proceedings 
of the Council. - No act or proceeding of the Council 
shall be deemed to be invalid by reason merely of 
the existence of any vacancy in , or any defect in 
the constitution of, the Council. 


11. Staff of the Council. — ( 1 ) Subject to such 
rules as may be made by the Central Government 
in this behalf, the Council may appoint a Secretary 
and such other employees as it may think neces 
sary for the efficient performance of its functions 
under this Act . 

( 2 ) The terms and conditions of service of the 
employees shall be such as may be determined by 
regulations.

(3 ) Nothing, in sub - section ( 1 ) shall be deemed to 
empower the Council to hold an inquiry into any 
matter in respect of which any proceeding is pending 
in a court of law . 

( 4 ) The decision of the Council under sub -section 
( 1 ) , or sub -section (2 ) , as the case maybe , 
shall be final and shall not be questioned in any court 
of law . 


17. Payments to the Council . — The Central Go 
vernment may , after due appropriation made by 
Parliament by law in this behalf , pay to the Council 
by way of grants such sums of money as the Central 
Government may consider necessary for the perfor 
mance of the functions of the Council under this Act . 


18. Fund of the Council . ( 1 ) The Council shall 
have its own fund ; and the fees collected by it, all 
such sums as may, from time to time, be paid to it by 
the Central Government and all grants and advances 
made to it by any other authority or person shall be 
credited to the Fund and all payments by the Council 
shall be made therefrom . 

( 2 ) All moneys belonging to the Fund shall be 
deposited in such banks or invested in such manner 
as may , subject to the approval of the Central Go 
vernment, be decided by the Council . 

( 3 ) The Council may spend such sums as it thinks 
fit for performing its functions under this Act, and 
such sums shall be treated as expenditure payable 
out of the Fund of the Council. 


19. Budget. The Council shall prepare, in such 
form and at such time each year as may be pres 
cribed , a budget in respect of the financial year next 
ensuing showing the estimated receipts and expen 
diture , and copies thereof shall be forwarded to the 
Central Government. 


15. General powers of the Council. 
( 1 ) For the purpose of performing its 
functions or holding any inquiry under 
this Act , the Council shall have the same 
powers throughout India as are vested in 
a civil court while trying a suit under the 
Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 , in respect 5 of 1908.
